The lato 
Governor Washburo, ot this state, while 
a member of conaresa, ur^cd tlio adop- 
tion ot a postal system ot telegraphy 
similar to that in eoma oC tho European 
states. But congress never ouulrt bo 
roused to the importance of the question.

better Iban in 
the United States, 


in two reepoots, that messages aro mors 
promptly delivered, nnd thai the price 
tor the transmission ot messages ia 
much lower than in this country. 


In 186S, by an ast ot parliament, the 


English government bsccmo the owner 
of all the plant and business of telegraph 
companies in tbe kingdom by purjiiase. 
By this arra.igraent it fixed tho rate of 
messages at one shilling for twenty words 
to all distances, which is, on an .average, 
three times cheaper than ia the Uuited 
States; and ia addition to this, tUa gov- 
ernment furnished an onormoua increase 
of new telegraph facilities to the public 
which private companies would not do 
beo&nse it would not pay, 


The people of this country, especially 


the business men, should have a chea[.&' 
iystem of telegraphy. It can be maa 
ohe&per and at tho same time msue to 
pay handsome dividend?. But evcrycn" 
who needs the use of the telegraph is com 
p«lled to pay a largo tribute to monopoly 
The recent investigation into the work- 
ings of the Western Union, showed tha* 
the lines, with instruments for telegraph- 
ing, oost about thirty million dollars. 
The capital stock, whan tho investiga- 
tion wee made by a committee m congress, 
was eighty millions, tho difference bsing 
watered stock. The testimony ot the 
president of the company showed that 
the income of the Western Union was 
sixteen millions a year, or, on an average, 
about 40 cents 6 message, •nbile the evi- 
dence showed that tho cost of eauh tele- 
gram was only 23 cents. One of the ohiet
